Tree Life Depends on Protection of 
Insect-Eating Birds 

Each woodpecker in the United 
States is worth $20 in cash, when the 
value is estimated on the value of the 
good that this bird does to trees, says 
the Manchester Union. Other birds 
are worth sums proportionate to the 
good that they d The nuthatch 
creeper and chickadee are worth from 
$5 to $15, varying/with the locality and 
the condition of trees and crops, The 
downy woodpecker is also the relent- 
less enemy of the codling moth, an 
insect that damages our apple crops 
to an extent of $12,000,000. 

In the war tetween the insects and 
the trees millions of dollars are being 
spent each year by tree owners who 
know that insects have increased so 
rapidly of late years that their trees 
must be protected. The locust and 
maple trees are preyed upon by the 
bag insects; elms are sprayed in order 
to kill the elm beetles, -while borers 
are slaughtering th» hickories.

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


ANY person who is the sole head of a 

' family, or any male over 18 years eld, 
may homestead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister, 

In certain districts q homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. — Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties-—Must reside upon the hoine- 
atead or pre-emption six months in each 
of six years from the date of homestead 
entry (including the time required to 
earn. homestead patent) and cultivate 
fifty acres extra. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may enter for a purchased home- 
stead in certain distriets. Price $3.00 
por acre, Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acyee and erect a house worth 


$300.00.

It took centuries of ceufaring use in 
different forms to make possible the 
evolution of the word ‘‘starboard” in 
its present form as a seafaring expres- 
sion. “Port,” although quite an old 
nautical term, is not nearly 80 an- 
cient as “starboard’’—In fact, “port” 
first came into use as a substitute for 
“starboard’s” old partner “‘larboard.” 

These two names, because of their 
similar sound, were very confusing. 
In stormy weather, when the wind 
roared and orders were called out, it 
was quite possible to mistake “‘star- 
board” for “larboard.” For this rea- 
son “port” was substituted for the 
latter. 

The left side of a ship had always | 
been known as the “port” side be- 
cause of the portholes through which | 
the ship’s merchandise was discharged | 
at the ports where the ships docked. 
In the British navy ‘port’ was sub- 
stituted for the older term of “‘lar- 
board” by an Admiralty order in 1844. 
The United States navy did not make 
this change until 1896. 

These terms have become part of 
the La ee ever since the days of 
old England, when vessels were steer- | 
ed by a paddle or sweeps worked from | 
the right side. The final part of the 
term was bord (board), which at that 
time meant the side of a ship. 

The first part of starboard, known 
in old English as steorbord, meant 
“steer”; hence the steering side. - 

In the old English the left side of a 
ship was known as the baecbord, the | 
backboard or the side of the vessel to 
the back of the steersman. The Eng: | 
lish sailors were not the only ones 
that used this term. 

The Germans :knew it as backbord 
and the French as babord. England 
itself did not keep this form in the | 
language, but changed it to ladde- 
borde or latheborde. 

Along about the sixteenth century 
the word took the form of lerbord, | 
leerebord or larbord, probably by as- 
oi ata to ster, steere and star- 
bord.

POLICE DOGS, 


Ghent Officers Use Sheep Dogs To 
Run Down Criminals. 


The London Field says: It is. in- 
teresting to notice that demonstra- 
tions by the police and ambulance 
dogs are promised at the forthcoming 
international exhibition at Ghent. 
That this is the case is very natural, 
for Ghent claims to be the first town 
to promote the dogs to an official 

ition in the police force. Dogs 
bave been used on occasions by the 
police force of all the countries ever 
since police existed, but an organized 
system by which the policeman is ac- 
companied on duty by a dog especial- 
ly trained only dates back to the be- 


| ginning of this y sag 4 The Ghent

system of police dogs grown out 
of the imperative necessity in 1899 of 
strengthening the force without in- 
creasing the cost of the town. The 
chief of -police, Van Wtscmael, then 
introduced three sheep dogs as an ex- 
periment, and how successful can be 
seen by anyone who has the oppor- 
tunity of seeing the dogs at work and 
of inspecting the present kennels.

| police dog, and every dog is as abso-

The training is simplicity itself. 
First and foremost—obedience. When 
a dog will without hesitation obey 
any order which he can understand, 
he is then taught to make the most of 
his natural abilities. He learns to 
crouch and hide, to watch and climb 
and what a dog can do in that way 
when once he has gained confidence 
is surprising. Finally the dog is 
taught how to attack a man, though, 
once he has been taught to attack to 
order he needs little training in how 
to do it. So far as possible the dogs 
are taught to seize their man by the 
hands for a man once badly bitten on 
ia hand is practically hors de com- 
at. 


The stre with which these dogs 
can and do bite is shown by the thick- 
ness of the padded armor which is 
worn by the men whom they are set 
to attack in the training. This armor 
consists of a complete suit built, up 
very much on the principle of a 
cricket pad and with heavy leather 
extensions on it to the feet and hands. 
Over this is worn a coat and trous- 
ers made of a hempen material of 
about the thickness of cocoanut mat- 
ting, but much more closely woven. 
This outer suit has frequently to be 
replaced, as it is literally bitten into 
holes, and the leather extensions on 
the padded suit bear deep marks of 
the dog’s teeth made even through 
the outer suit. Though thus heavily 
protected the wearer is often badly 
bruised by the force with which the 
dogs seize him. Nothing shows the 
obedience of the dogs so well as the 
fact that any one of them will at a 
word from the trainer attack even the 
kennelman who feeds them, and to 
whom they are obviously devoted, 
though they may have to stop licking 
fhe mands that they may fly at his

How Clouds and Fogs Differ. 


Clouds are bodies of moisture eva 
porated from the earth and again par- 
tially condensed in the upper ons 
of the air. Fogs differ from clouds 
only in one respect—they come in con- 
tact with the surface of the earth, 
while clouds are elevated above our 
heads. When the surface of the earth 
is warmer than the lower air the vapor 
of the earth, being condensed by the 
chill air, becomes mist or fog. But 
when the lower air is warmer than 
the earth the vapor rises through the 
air and becomes cloud. Fog and mist 
differ in this respect—that mist is a 
fine rain, while fog is vapor not suf- 
ficiently condensed to allow of its pre- 
cipitation in drops. 


The Moon. 


Astronomers long since came to the 
conclusion that the moon’s surface is 
very hot duri the height of the 
lunar day, w , ag will be remem- 
bered, lasts two weeks, and very cold 
during the lunar night, whi is 
equally long. These extremes of tem- 

ture reach their height at the 
unar noon and midnight and are 
greater than any natural temperatures 
on the earth.

PREVENTION OF PNEUMONIA. 


It Is Largely a Question of Personal 
Precaution. 

Pneumonia is particularly a disense 
of city life and crowded living. With 
our present knowledge the prospects 
are hopeful for the control of pneumo- 


| nia in the future through prevention. 


This is of special importance to the in- 
dividual. The avoidance of pneumonia 
is largely a question of personal pre- 
cautions that prevent the development 
of the disease by lessening the predis- 
position to it. 

Men in middle life, particularly those 
about fifty, must learn during unset- 
tled weather to avoid crowds, espevial- 
ly when fatigued and when they have 
been for a number of hours without 
eating. Late at night. when for any 
reason a meal had been missed, crowds 
are dangerous. If this lesson could be 
generally learned there would be less 
pneumonia among the well to do class- 
es. The principal danger comes in 
crowded street cars, which, if possible, 
should be avoided at rush hours. It 
needs to be emphasized that the dan- 
ger from overcrowding is greatly en- 
hanced by fatigue and gving witbout 
food. 

In a word, prevention of pneumonia 
is now much clearer than it was. Like 
all the other infectious diseases, in- 
stead of being a more or less inevita- 


| ble dispensation, it has come to be rec- 


ognized as due to certain definite fac- 
tors» which can be greatly lessened by 
public and individua! bygienic ‘regula- 
tions.—Journal of the American Medi- 


, eal Association. 


THE GREAT PYRAMIDS. 


Methods of Building and Wonderful 
Accuracy of Measurement. 
Herodotus thus describes the butld- 
ing of the pyramid of Cheops, and his 
deductions are probably as correct as 


| those of any archaeologist of today, 


for the modern investigators have had 
to depend very much on the ancients 
for their interpretations of inscriptions, 
etc.> 

“This pyramid was first built in the 
form of a flight of steps. After the 
workmen had completed the pyramid 
inthis form they raised the other 
stones by means of machines, made of 
short beams, from the ground to the 
first tier of steps, After the stone was 
placed there it was raised to the sec- 
ond tier by another machine, for there 
were as inany machines as there were 
tiers of steps; or perhaps the same ma- 
chine, if it was easily moved. The 
highest part of the pyramid was thus 
finished first, the parts adjoining it 


were taken next, and the lowest part, 


that nearest the earth, was tuken last.” 

One thing that has been especially 
noted in the pyramids is the wonderful 
accuracy of measurement. In the great 
pyramid of Gizeh the four sides have 
a mean error of only six-tenths of an 
inch and twelve seconds in angle from 
a perfect square. The construction of 
this pyramid is thought to bave em- 
ployed 100,000 men for thirty years or 
more, probably half a century.—Atlan- 
ta Constitution. 


How the Pulse Varies. 

The buman pulse has rather a wide 
range, but the general average may be 
put about as follows: At birth, 140; at 
two years, 100; at from sixteen to 
nineteen years, 80; at manhood, 175; 
old age, 60. There are, however, great 
variations consistent with bealth. Na- 
poleon’s pulse is said to have been only 
forty-four in the minute. A case is 
also related of a healthy man of eighty- 
seven whdse pulse was seldom over 
thirty during the last two years of his 
life and sometimes not more than 
twenty-eight. Another map of eighty- 
seven yeurs of age enjoyed good bealth 
and spirits with a pulse of twenty- 
nine, and there is also on record the 
curious instance of’a man whose pulse 
in bealth was never more than forty- 
five, and, to be consistent in his incon- 
sistency, when he had fever bis pulse 
fell to forty instead of rising, as is 
usual, 


“Talesman” tn English Law. 

A talesman, according to Euglish 
law, is a juror summoned to fill a gap, 
and formerly, at any rate, this was 
often done by taking any suitable per- 
gon who was present ip court. “Tales 
de circumstantibus” (“such of the by- 
standers”) were the first words of the 
order directing this process. Good 
Pickwickians may remember that, as 
only ten special jurymen were present 
on a memorable occasion, Mr. Serjeant 
Buzfuz “prayed a tales," whereupon 
two of the common jurymen, one of 
whom was the unfortunate chemist, 
were pressed into the service.—Londoa 
Standard.
